Only Fair 


THE primary fact which should be considered 
1 by the common council Friday night, when 
the ordinance providing for increase of salaries 
jo the fire and police departments is scheduled 
'for consideration, is that the city of La Grossc | 
is uniformly below the scale paid for similar 
sernces elsewhere in this and adjoining states-, 
b- cities of the same size. A comparison of fire 
department pay 
in Wisconsin, for 
instance, 


shows that only Oshkosh, Fond clu Lac 
and 


\ntigo have the same minimum rate for new 
men. 
For ranks above beginners Oshkosh pays 


from S30 to $480 a year more than this city, 
and will give all ranks a flat increase of $15 a 
month January first. Fond du Lac also pays 
more to higher ranks than La Crosse, although 
a smaller city. Only Antigo, a city of 9,000 peo- 
ple, pays approximately the same as La Crosse, 
except for a slightly lower salary to its chief. 


A similar comparison can be made with 


regard to the police department. 
In both de- 


partments La Crosse averages lower than any 
other city in the state of equal or nearly equal 
size. Kaukana, Wisconsin Rapids, Neenah, 
Oconto—ranging from 5,000 to 
7,500 people 


cnlv_all pay more than 
this city with its 


35,000 people. 


This is a state of affairs which the city of 


La Crosse ought not to continue. It is unfair to 
the men who make up these departments to ask 
them to maintain homes and families and buy 
iheir uniforms on pay that ranges from 81,200 
to SI.400 a year. Men of the sort that the city 
should have to maintain efficiency in the two 
departments will not enter the service with 
such meager prospects, and it is exacting an un- 
fair penalty from the older men who cannot re- 
sign without sacrificing the pension 
rights 


which they have earned by years of service. 


It is true that the city will have a heavier 


than usual tax bill to meet this year—but that 
is no fault of the fire or police clepartmentT.and 
ought not weigh in the consideration of justice 
to their members. And as a matter of fact the 
increase provided for in the ordinance to be con- 
sidered Friday evening will make very small 
difference one way or another. The ordinance 
provides for an increase 'of So.00 a month to 
101 men in both departments. That amounts 
to 56,060 a year—approximately a fifth of a 
mill in the tax rate will cover it. The taxpayers 
will not be able to discern much difference in a 
fifth of a mill added to or subtracted 
from 


their tax bills. In the year following the bill 
provides for an additional increase of $10 a 
month, which could add less than half a mill 
more at the outside, and which is quite likely 
to be absorbed with no increase by economies 
which 
were impossible this year 
in other 


avenues of expenditure. 


But the point is not one of economy or ex- 


travagance. The possible saving by keeping the 
fire and police departments down to day labor- 
ers' wages counts for little beside the unfairness 
involved. Firemen and policemen cannot strike. 
They have no means of enforcing their demand 
to a wage commensurate with the mounting 
costs of living, and the fact that they are thus 
limited in the public interest makes it doubly 
.the duty of the community to see that they do 
not suffer by their choice of occupation.
